DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Dennis Basso, wearing a fox fur, was seen 
heading from Southampton to Shinnecock last 
Friday morning with Nicky Hilton. Sarah Jessica 
Parker was seen carrying fancy shopping 
bags on the Bridgehampton station platform 
waiting for a westbound train on Tuesday 
afternoon.

ROGUE WEDDING 

Two people got married on the Water Mill 
platform last Thursday at 2 p.m. and fled on the 
train westbound. Hamptons Subway police are 
searching for them because they didn’t have the 
required Hamptons Subway permit to hold such 
an event on the Subway. Weddings are permitted 
only during the week and only between 10 a.m.

CROWD PROBLEM SOLVED 

This time of year, crowds often form on 
the subway platforms and then disperse as 
people board the trains.

Bring thick blankets to sit on, as the platforms 
are cement. No folding chairs please. They get 
stuck in the turnstiles. ga

LEMONS IN THE LEMONADE TRADE 

In the lead-up to the 4th of July weekend, 
federal authorities moved this week to crack 
down on several Hamptons-based lemonade 
stands that they allege have been engaging in 
illegal trade practices. The 23 lemonade stands 
under scrutiny are suspected of numerous 
offenses, including deceptive marketing, price 
fixing, price gouging, and using vandalism 
to drive competitors out of business. Chief 
federal investigator Alexandra Citron, in 
briefing the press, outlined the charges her 
agency is prepared to bring. “First off, we have 


_ discovered numerous lemonade stands in the 
Hamptons that claim to be using local lemons in - 


their product,” Citron says. “Yet when we asked 
them where lemon trees grow on the East End, 
they were unable to say.” The practice of price- 
fixing, according to Citron, is self-evident and 
nearly universal. “Have you seen any lemonade 
for sale for less than 25¢ a cup? 25¢ is clearly 
a secret minimum price that’s been agreed 
upon through collusion, and that’s an anti- 
competitive business strategy that is illegal in 
this country.” Citron also alleged price gouging 
on especially hot, humid days. “One of our 
undercover agents was charged the ridiculous 
price of $1.50 for a single cup of lemonade—of 
course, it was 95° out, and thirsty customers 
had no choice but to pay it.” Finally, Citron 
mentioned anecdotal accounts of vandalism 
forcing some lemonade stand proprietors to 
leave the business, including two stand-owners 
who were attacked by rival vendors brandishing 
water balloons. The investigation is ongoing. 


DOCTOR CALLED TO WAINSCOTT WORKHOUSE 

The esteemed medical personage Dr. H.R. 
Frillweed of Dropsy Lane, Wainscott, reports 
that he was on Thursday night awoken from 
his sleep by loud pounding upon his chamber 
doors.

dangerously ill. Frillweed demanded of the 
child to explain why Master Finn Razorwire, 
Warden of the Workhouse, had not: himself 
come to request assistance, and was told that 
Master Razorwire was “overcome with drink 
and could not be roused.” Hastily gathering his 
bloodletting equipment, Frillweed accompanied 
the young messenger back to the Workhouse, 
and there found a scene of squalor. Locating 
the sick child, little Charlie Tipp of Sag Harbor, 
who had been delivered to the workhouse by 
his parents in response to his “insolence and 
sloth,” Frillweed was dubious of the usefulness 
of medical science in improving the poor boy’s 
condition. Nevertheless, he bled. the patient

Oceanfront 


From $30,000 to $250,000 to $11,600,000 to $85,000,000

n August 1, the fourth of my memoirs is 

being published by the NY State University 
Press and will be available in all bookstores, 
online and at libraries. All of my memoirs 
are titled with variations on the phrase “In 
the Hamptons” and contain chapters about 
encounters with different people I have had 
over the years in publishing Dan’s Papers. The 
new one is /n the Hamptons 4Ever. The earlier 
three remain in print. 

The material in these books is entirely 
original, and they have received wonderful 
reviews, including in The New York Times. 
One chapter, about Frank Mundus, the shark 
fisherman in Montauk, was reprinted in its 
entirety in Newsday when it came out. 

People have their favorite chapters in all 
of these books. One such chapter is about 
the time, at 17, | was working in my father’s 
drugstore in town and developed a crush on a 
14-year-old girl who came in one day. She was 
rich and lived in a big mansion in Montauk on 
the ocean with her parents. Turned out she felt 
the same way about me, and she invited me, 
one night, as a second date, to meet her out 
on the beach in front of her parent’s house at 
midnight. She didn’t want them to know. So | 


couldn’t go directly to the house. 

Instead, to get there, I had to drive east toward 
the Montauk Lighthouse just before midnight, 
turn down a gravel road to a woods, park and 
then walk along a dirt path to a broken-down 
group of one-story summer cottages on the 
beach. These cottages, owned by the Church 
family, were hardly ever used. And they were 
next door to the home of my beloved. And so, 
dressed in black that dark night, | snuck down 
that path only to discover that I could not get to 
the beach on the side of the cottages between 
the two properties because of a fence. Instead, 
I'd have to go around the cottages on the 
other side and walk across the beach in front 
to get there. 

I did worry somebody might be in one of 
the cottages. I'd have to sneak quietly. As I 
came around the far side of them, however, I 
stopped short. There were several dogs, angry 
dogs, growling and barking, somewhere on the 
property. But I persisted... Young love can do 
that to you. At the beach, things got worse. The 
dogs, all German Shepherds, appeared, bared 
their teeth and glared at me. I was not to be 
allowed to pass in front of the house. I thought, 
well, let’s see if they can swim, and so I dove 
into the ocean there, fully clothed, and began 
to swim a great arc around them. Hey dogs, you 


don’t own the ocean. I’d emerge from the sea 
directly in front of my beloved. It would be a 
dramatic entrance. 

I never made it. The dogs could swim too. 
Though their barks and growls were now 
peppered with coughs as they splashed along, 
they were coming for me. So I] gave up, and 
turned around and swam away. | saw this girl 
in town the next day with her father, and she 
wouldn’t even speak to me. I had stood her up. 
And so that was that. 

This story came to mind the other day when I 
learned that the group of broken-down cottages, 
now fixed up but exactly as they were back 
then, are up for sale. For $85 million, they can 
be yours. 

And here is that story. 

The Church family, which owned the Arm 
& Hammer company, had built these small 
one- and two-bedroom cottages in a horseshoe 
arrangement facing out onto the beach to be 
used as a family retreat. It was 1931. They were 
not much to see, but they were oceanfront. A 
low sandy cliff led down to the beach, an easy 
climb down. 

Why they were pretty much abandoned by 
1957, I do not know, but one can imagine 
squabbling among the heirs of the patriarch 
who had built them all (Cont'd on next page)

those years earlier. In any case, in 1971 the 
cottages were sold by the Church family to 
Andy Warhol and a filmmaker friend of his, 
Paul Morrissey, who for the next 15 years used 
the property as a kind of retreat for some of 
their New York City friends—rich, famous and 
counterculture. The Rolling Stones rented the 
place for a month in 1975 to rehearse their 
album Black and Blue. Others who came were 
Jackie Kennedy Onassis with her kids and her 
sister Lee Radziwill, photographer Peter Beard 
and other members of the Warhol entourage 
from the Factory and the Velvet Underground. 
I visited there once in the 1970s, briefly. Inside, 
the rooms were small. 

The price paid for these cottages in 1971 
seemed high when compared to other 
properties in the area. It cost Warhol $225,000. 
Actually, that amount was not so high if you 
looked into it. There was more to the Church 
Estate than met the eye. The property also 
included 20 acres of woods to the north, back 
from the beach. 

Here are a few comparable prices from 
that time. My dad bought an acre of property 


overlooking Fort Pond Bay for $45,000, on 
which he built a nice home in 1976. A few years 
after that, I bought a house overlooking Three 
Mile Harbor for $44,000. These were prices you 
paid for nice houses then. You could afford to 


live in them at these prices, too. That’s what 


they were intended to be: homes. 

I read last week that around the country, the 
prices for homes have stabilized. Considering 
salaries, other income and costs, they are at 
affordable levels. But not here. 

Indeed, by 1980, land prices were already 
beginning to rise to levels that made them out 
of reach for people to live in. In 1987, Andy 
Warhol died on the operating table undergoing 
minor gall bladder surgery. He was 59. His 
partner, Paul Morrissey, continued to use the 
beach property, though. In 1993, however, 
15 acres of the woods in back of the cottages 
were donated to the Nature Conservancy, 
and this increased the privacy of the Church 
property because these lands can never be 
built upon. He named his cottages Eothen, 
which is a literary phrase meaning “from the 
east.” (It’s in Kinglake’s book of travels in 


1844.) Pretty fancy from some beach cottages. 
But why not? 

In 2007, Mickey Drexler, CEO of the J. Crew 
clothing chain, purchased the 4.5 acres of 
Eothen for $27 million from Paul Morrissey. 
Three years later, Drexler purchased a 22-acre 
horse pasture up on the Old Montauk Highway 
Extension that abuts the woods portion of the 
former Eothen estate for $11.4 million. Eighteen 
acres of the pasture is preserved. The remaining 
parcel has a large mansion on it, 8,000 square 
feet in size. The house sits between the horse 
pasture and Eothen. 

All that is now up for sale at $85 million. 
In sum: It’s got Eothen (which can never be 
enlarged or changed), the 5.7 acres of property 
on which it sits, and, separately, a few hundred 
yards away, a 4acre site with a nice home 
on it that overlooks a horse pasture. All the 
rest is preserve. In today’s real estate market, 
everything goes up and up. So it’s a bargain. 
And my story comes with it. 

Buy Eothen, and tell ’em I sent you. And 
beginning August 1 at BookHampton, buy Jn the 
Hamptons 4Ever and tell ’em I sent you. g&

Sunrise Thoughts 


The Earth and the Sun and Our Real Place in the Universe

f you go down to the ocean just before dawn any 
i day this summer, you can watch the sunrise. It’s a 
profound experience, and if you have any problems 
on your mind at that time, the grandeur of the 
sunrise can wash them away. 

It starts way out beyond the edge of the dark ocean 
as a bright yellow dot, one that casts a dim light on 
the lifeguard stand, the dunes, the snow-fencing. 
Pretty soon, it turns into a slice, then a half circle. 
The sky lightens. Things on the beach now cast 
shadows. Then the sun gently lifts up in its entirety 
to become a bright yellow sphere, and you know 
it is shining its warmth and light on our earth and 
the other eight planets circling it. For us, this sun is 
perfect, neither too hot nor too cold. For anybody on 
the other planets, it’s a problem. 

The birds circle and swoop around excitedly, 
cawing to one another about this sudden event. In 
their marble-sized brains, it is again happening for 
the very first time. 

At this point, you might want to head for home, 
happy to have seen with your own eyes just. how 
small and insignificant events and problems are on 
this little world we live in. 

Or, you might stay and, well, it 
very complicated. 

Our solar system is just one of about a hundred 


gets 


billion in our galaxy, and our galaxy is just one of 
about a hundred billion in our universe. 

We now know that these little bits and pieces 
that form up our stars and planets were originally 
a single small object that exploded about 
13.8 billion years ago. That object was smooth 
and tight. It was absolutely everything, all 
packed together. 

After the explosion, the many pieces of the object 
streaked off and away. They became disorganized, 
complex, interesting and bizarre. 

Soon thereafter, we learned that in between these 
pieces, dark matter, an invisible force, was forming 
and pushing the pieces outward. Interestingly, as 
time went by, the dark matter simply filled up the 
increasing space between the pieces, apparently 
creating more dark matter. It’s as if there was a 
room with the air sucked out, a door opens, the 
air rushes in, but there is still the same amount of 
air outside. How that happens, we do not know, 
but the ensuing logic says that this ever-increasing 
explosive universe will be without end. It will not 
fall back on itself, like some spent fireworks bang, as 
some had thought. It will, instead, continue on, 
forever expanding. 

Also, as this process continues, the universe will 
become even more messy and diverse and sloppy 
and confusing and unpredictable. There will be 
setbacks where stars burn out and fall into dark 


holes, enormous garbage bins in which the pieces, 
along with their attendant time and space, go in and 
never come out. Meanwhile, young stars divide and 
create newer stars. And the universe just keeps on 
getting larger. 

At the present time, scientists from 20 countries 
are working together to create an enormous, virtual 
digital telescope spanning half the globe—from Spain 
to Hawaii to the South Pole—that may allow us to 
peer into the maw of a black hole that floats around 
in our galaxy. Most if not all galaxies have at least one 
black hole, a massive garbage bin. When anything 
gets too close, it snorts and wheezes, and amidst 
laser firing lightning bolts, sucks it in and burns it up, 
never to be seen again. 

As for what came before the explosion of the 
original, smooth, dense, pre-universe 13.8 billion 
years ago, only theories abound. One, a favorite 
of Dr. Sean Carroll of the California Institute of 
Technology who told me all about this in a Ted 
Talk, is that this original object looked much 
like an egg, all smooth and rounded, and it was 
laid by a chicken. Beyond that he is not willing 
to go. 

As you take your pathetic, insignificant little drive 
home from the beach, relaxed and peaceful and 
humming the tune “You Are My Sunshine,” you might 
imagine that giant chicken laying that giant egg.

However, the executive 
at Heinz who was running this contest simply 
abandoned the website they owned, letting 
the domain expire when the contest ended in 
2014. What would happen if I scanned the bottle 
now?

ran free. One in town followed the mailman 
on his rounds on Main Street every day and 
had been doing that for years—and | turned 
around and my dog was gone. | was horrified. 
I ran up and down Newtown Lane shouting 
his name—Scampy, Scampy, Scampy—thinking 
what a stupid name this is (he had been 
named before | got him) and what must the 
town think. Then after 20 minutes of weeping 
and wailing, a butcher appeared from inside 
Waldbaum’s (A&P then) with my dog trotting 
happily alongside. 

He gave the dog a pat, and another piece of 
raw meat. I asked the butcher how long he’d 
been in there and he said at least 15 minutes, 
the patrons loved him and he’d had a great 
time. So then I told Scampy not to do that, 
headed back with him to my car and headed 
home. Got to be more careful, I thought. And 
after that I was, though I never did need a leash 
in town. 


LEAF BLOWERS 

There’s a group out here that is angling to 
put an end to the use of gasoline-powered leaf 
blowers, at least in seasons other than the fall 
when there are leaves to be blown. I have read 
all their literature. Before I read it, I thought, 
“What the hell is wrong with leaf blowers? 
After I read it, | thought this is terrible, stop the 
leaf blowers. 

Essentially, the argument is this. Leaf blowers 
are louder than airplanes up close. They are so 
loud their operators could be given summonses. 
If a leaf blower is nearby, you will have to stop 
talking to whoever you are with until the fellow 
with it walks away. 

Leaf blowers used by landscapers all summer 
long are not blowing leaves that they intend 
to pick up, they are blowing debris from point 
A to point B, just re-arranging it so that is no 
longer a problem for the owner of the property 
they are blowing. Two leaf blowers being used 
on the border of adjacent properties during the 
summertime is a war of the dust. You get it, 
no you get it, no you get it. The dust irritates 
the eyes, the blowers can throw small objects 
at you at high speed, even shards of glass or 
metal, which can injure you or get in your eyes. 
People with allergies run for the hills when 
there’s a leaf blower. You can even make a case 
that much in that dust is carcinogenic. 

“Leaf” blowing in summer therefore does 
nothing but make money for the people who 
do the leaf blowing, simply cleaning up one 
property and messing up another. It’s probably 
also dangerous for the poor kids who do. the 
leaf blowing. Nearly all wear ear coverings. 
Many insist on wearing goggles. Others have 
no access to goggles. Certainly leaf blower 
operators are always careful to aim the leaf 
blowers away from themselves. In the autumn, 
the leaves fall, homeowners consider leaving — 
the leaves around unfashionable, burning leaves 
is a fire hazard, so they gather them up and put 
them in bags by the side of the road for the 
town to pick up. One way to do the gathering 
is with rakes. But that’s the hard way. The easy 
way is to blow the leaves into a pile and then 
scoop them into the bags. Much faster. 

Hooray for leaf blowers, in October and 
November. The rest of the year it’s booooo 
for leaf blowers.

FF” many years now, I’ve been working on 
a theory about cars in the Hamptons. The 
theory, which I’ve elaborated on at great length 
to many fascinated listeners, is meant to explain 
the presence of what I call “automotive oddities” 
on Hamptons streets.

I was taking a well known Sag Harbor shortcut 
when I spotted it. In fact, I nearly stubbed my 
eye on it. A perfectly preserved, bright yellow 
"78 Toyota Corolla. This car epitomizes the 
automotive oddity. Back in ’78, this car started 
at $3,188—a bargain at a time when the average 
car went for $6,300. When new, it was an 
ordinary, everyday car. It wasn’t a sports car. It 
clearly wasn’t a luxury car. Its bright yellow hue, 
while unusual today, was fairly common in the 
*70s (remember all of those candy-colored VW’s, 
after all). In the intervening years, this car hasn’t

become a coveted model or a classic. Using 
conventional logic, you would have expected 
such a car to have rusted away years ago, and 
yet there it was, in showroom condition. That’s 
the automotive oddity. 

Now on to my theory, which | call the 
“wheels of deception.” This theory holds that 
automotive oddities represent an attempt to 
deceive—in the midst of Hamptons automotive 
excess, an attempt to convince others that you 
aren’t one of THOSE people—you know, the kind 
of people who own expensive cars. “Look,” the 
automotive oddities say to the world, “I drive 
a proletarian vehicle. Just a simple car. For all 


you know I may have owned this ’63 Dart since 
it was new.” Hah! 

That’s the “wheels of deception.” Because, 
let’s face it, just keeping a 63 Dodge Dart in 
carburetors is going to run you some money. 
Not to mention the fact that you didn’t buy 
that ’°63 Dart in 1963—rather, you paid top 
dollar for a perfectly preserved ’63 Dart from 
a dealer who sourced it from a grandmother in 
Texas who only ever used it to drive to church 
on Sunday.

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The Lovin’ Spoonful Rocks It Close to Home

t’s a hot time, Summer in the City. And The 

Lovin’ Spoonful are coming back to Suffolk 
Theater in Riverhead on July 10 to ask their 
perennial question: Do You Believe in Magic? 
They played Suffolk Theater last summer—they 
were great, and the capacity crowd loved it. 

In fact, The Lovin’ Spoonful, one of the 
pioneering groups of folk-rock, are still packing 
in the crowds all over the country. But the East 
End of Long Island is special to them. This is 
where they’re from. 

“ll be visiting my brothers Skip and Charlie 
in Westhampton while I’m up there,” says 
bassist Steve Boone, who graduated from East 
Hampton High School as a member of the Class 
of 1961. “I-still love the Hamptons, and | always 
try to get out to East Hampton whenever I’m in 
the area for a concert.” This time, Boone plans 
to sneak out to Wainscott to visit some high 
school chums—that is, if he can manage to 
beat the summer traffic. This, after all, isn’t the 
sleepy East End of Boone’s youth. 

“Last time I tried it, I couldn’t make it 
beyond the bypass and I just turned around,” 
Boone says.

The Lovin’ Spoonful 


It was back in 1961 that Boone joined the local 
precursor of The Lovin’ Spoonful that included 
his brother Skip and drummer Joe Butler, who 
was serving in the Air Force and was stationed 
at Westhampton at the time. The band bought 
their first electric guitars on a trip to Sears on 
Main Street in Riverhead, according to Butler. 

“Silvertone’ they were called. They were the 
cheapest you could get!” Butler recalls. 

As members of the Kingsmen, Boone and 
Butler played at bars and restaurants across 
the East End, including at the Cottage Inn in East 
Hampton and Bowden Square in Southampton 
(Now Southampton Publick House), before 
departing for New York City and hooking up 
with John Sebastian to form the Spoonful. 

Last year, Boone published a book, Hotter 
Than a Match Head, in which he recounted a 
lot of this early history of the band—it’s a very 
interesting read, especially if you remember the 
East End music scene of the early ’60s. 

In the book, Boone tells how, before they 
hit it big, the nascent Spoonful returned to 
the Hamptons and spent the winter of 1965 
rehearsing at the emptied-out Bull’s Head Inn in 
Bridgehampton—the building that now houses 
the Topping Rose House. Later, the East End 
would continue to figure in the Spoonful’s 
career in various ways: Sebastian would rent a 
house in North Haven—locals can still recall the 
band hanging around Sag Harbor with Mama 


Cass Elliot and Steven Stills. And, as a curiosity, 
the playful last track on the Spoonful’s classic 
album Daydream is titled “Big Noise from 
Speonk,” an inside joke for East Enders. 

The Spoonful went on to produce a 
remarkable string of singles that blended pop, 
folk, country and jug band music into a catchy, 
cheerful mix—John Sebastian called it “Good 
Time music.” It put the Spoonful at the top of 
the charts in ’65 and ’66—their list of Top 10 
singles from that time includes the Motown- 
inspired “Do You Believe in Magic,” the joyful 
“You Didn’t Have to Be So Nice,” the jug band 
classic “Daydream,” and the fizzy “Did You Ever 
Have to Make Up Your Mind.” They hit number 
1 with the heavier “Summer in the City.” 


You'll hear all of these great songs and more 
at the Lovin’ Spoonful’s Suffolk Theater concert. 
Although Sebastian doesn’t travel with the band 
anymore, Boone and Butler are joined by Jerry 
Yester, who played piano on the Spoonful’s 
first hits, and who has been associated with the 
band from the beginning. The band is rounded 
out by more recent additions. All of the carefully 
arranged vocal harmonies heard in the original 
Spoonful arrangements are faithfully delivered. 
It will be a knockout show. ga

he textured voice of Elizabeth Bougerol aka 

Miz Elizabeth, singer in The Hot Sardines, 
is evocative of another time: a singer draped in 
satin across a piano, cigarette smoke veiling the 
room. The seven other band members, who fill 
out a brass section and a rhythm section, are in 
keeping with the nostalgic quality of the music. 
Images of Louis Armstrong’s puffed cheeks 
can’t be shaken from the mind when the sounds 
of the Hot Sardines emerge from the speakers, 
and when the band plays at the Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts ‘Center on July 11, the 
same will inevitably be true. 

“That’s where I come from in terms of the 
soundtrack in my brain,” says Bougerol, a 
co-founder of the band. “It’s always been music 
from long before | was born.”

Ella Fitzgerald, Fats Waller, Frank Sinatra and 
Louis Armstrong are some of the musicians 
who she says lodged themselves deep inside 
her brain, and now that she’s performing for 
crowds across the country, those influences 
are emerging. 

Bougerol is relatively new to the spotlight. 
She was a professional writer for years, and she 
only sang in the shower. 

“I decided I wanted to find another person 
who had my love of music and wanted to do 
something with it,” she says. She found an ad 
on Craigslist for a jazz jam, and that’s where she 
met Evan Palazzo, bandleader and piano player. 

“We started geeking out about the same 
music,” she says. “We found an open mic night 
and pulled together some songs.” 

From there, the other members of the band 
started to come together. 

“As we added musicians,” she says, “we 
added songs, and we started getting more 
gigs. At a certain point we realized we had 
momentum and we just followed it.” 

Now, The Hot Sardines sell out shows 
across the country and they have three 
albums, the most recent released last October. 
What’s amazing is that these eight musicians 
each bring individuality to the songs, and 
that together they fuse to form something 
so cohesive. 

“That’s one of the really fun things about 
jazz,” says Bougerol. “We start with skeleton 
arrangements, and within that, people do a lot of 
improvising. People play like their personalities. 
So we have eight different personalities teaming 
up to get a song.” 

Because of the improvisational quality of 
their music, a song is never the same twice. 


“It’s like a fingerprint,” says Bougerol. “And 
the joy of watching music is watching everyone 
work together to make something up on the 
spot. I think that’s one of the things that’s fun 
for the audience, is knowing it’s a high wire act, 
that everyone’s balancing and getting across 
the divide.” 

As the singer and frontwoman of the group, 
one might be tempted to think of Bougerol as 
the star. But she is quick to say that she is 
simply one of the members of the band, and 
that the voice is her instrument. 
~ “IT love the feeling of being part of an 
ensemble,” she says. “It’s a lot of fun, and a 
learning experience every night, to fold my 
voice into things. Every instrument, my voice 


included, is about the push and pull. There are 
moments where you are part of the texture, and 
moments where you're a little more out front.” 

The Hot Sardines will play at Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center just before they 
play their big Bastille Day celebration (July 14) 
at the Bowery Ballroom in New York City, so 
they'll be in a festive mood. With percussion, 
brass, Bougerol’s sultry voice, and even a tap 
dancing component, they’ll have the audience 
transported to that other time: the one that 
exists in Bougerol’s deepest subconscious. g&

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Jim Breuer Becomes Bay Street Five-Timer on July 6

tand-up comic, author, actor and, now, 
heavy metal recording artist Jim Breuer 
returns to Bay Street Theater on July 6 for his 
fifth show at the Sag Harbor venue since 2007. 
The Saturday Night Live atumnus—also known 
for the cult classic stoner flick Half Baked and 
SiriusXM show Fridays with Breuer—is in the 
midst of mixing a family-friendly metal album in 


Florida. He’s been planning the record, which - 


has all original music and lyrics, for some time 
and he’s excited that it is finally becoming a 
reality. One metal legend has recorded with 
him so far and he anticipates more will join. 
“Even without them, this is pretty powerful and 
pretty awesome,” Breuer says. He’s happy with 
it, confident and proud. 

“When you’re proud of something—I don’t 
care what anyone else thinks—it’s a great 
place to be,” he says. “I listen to it almost every 
day. The tracks are done and | can’t wait to 
unleash this.” 

Breuer has long been a metal fan, and he’s 
had a metal band back him up during past 
standup performances. It goes back to growing 
up blue collar in Valley Stream in the ’80s. Now 
he’s living in New Jersey in a town he compares 
to Mayberry from The Andy Griffith Show and 
he’s part of the “sandwich generation”—those 
who take care of elderly parents while raising 
their own children—but he says he still has 
that metalhead attitude. The poster for his 
latest comedy special, Comic Frenzy, which was 


filmed on Long Island, sums up 
his life: A white picket fence, 
a flaming charcoal grill and 
Breuer standing on a manicured 
lawn tossing up the horns hand 
gesture often seen at metal 
concerts. “It’s been like that for 
a while,” he says of his life as a 
suburban dad. “This is the only 
time I really got to capture it.” 

In addition to his undying love 
for metal music, Breuer’s been 
a diehard Mets fan since 1973, 
when he was just 4 years old. 
On his Facebook page, which 
has nearly 200,000 followers, he 
regularly posts videos for his 
fellow fans. “After every single 
Mets game I give a recap of the 
game in a Met-fan perspective,” 
he explains. “It’s really turning out to be 
something | never thought it could be and it’s 
probably the most fun I’ve had with anything 
I’ve ever done.” 

Breuer has thrown out the first pitch 
at Citi Field, called a home run with Mets 
announcer Gary Cohen, and starred in a video 
on the Jumbotron to start rallies. Mets players 
send him photos and MLB has reached out to 
plan future projects. 

Earlier this year, Breuer returned to his 
old stomping grounds, Studio 8H, where the 
Saturday Night Live broadcast originates, 
for the SNL 40th anniversary special and

celebrity-filled after-party. 

“It was fun,” he recalls. “It’s 
like going to a zoo—a zoo 
that’s filled with superstars.” 
He watched Paul McCartney 
jam with Taylor Swift, rubbed 
elbows with Leonardo DiCaprio 
and Jack Nicholson, and had a 
drink with Rudy Giuliani. 

Breuer was an SNL cast 
member from 795 to ’98, which

New Musical Tells a Family Drama in the Hamptons

he New York. Musical Theatre Festival 
(NYMTF), an annual showcase of high 
quality new musicals by emerging writers, will 
premiere the Hamptons-set 2/0 Amlent Avenue 
on Thursday, July 9. The musical’s book was 
written by Becky Goldberg, a Stony Brook 
University writing instructor, and composer 
Karl Hinze, a Stony Brook Ph.D. candidate in 
Music Composition, wrote the music and lyrics. 
The pair has been developing the show for 
several years. 210 Amlent Avenue had a staged 
reading at NYMTF in 2014, but this is the first 
time the show is receiving a full production. 
“We were part of the developmental reading 


program at the NYMF,” says Goldberg. “Based 
on the experience there and the feedback we 
got, we wrote and redrafted and resubmitted the 
show and got selected to do a full production. 
It’s daunting! We’ve only ever done readings 
before, where you hand scripts to the cast and 
hope for the best.” 

Hinze adds, “Our team is easily 10 times bigger 
than it was last year.” 

With a professional cast and crew, including 
direction by Drama League Directing Fellow 
Samantha Saltzman and musical direction 
by Off-Broadway musician Andrew Wheeler, 
Goldberg and Hinze can’t wait to see their 
project premiere. “Becky and | are continuing to 
craft the show,” says Hinze. “It’s incredible to 
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Becky Goldberg and Karl Hinze 


see how much more is going into this than last 
year. It’s a fun challenge.” 

A musical drama inspired by the works of 
Ibsen, Chekov and O’Neill, 2/0 Amlent Avenue 
tells the story of an incident that occurs at the - 
titular address one Fourth of July weekend. 
Mrs. Jordan, a retired actress, is surprised by 
an unexpected guest, Judah, who has been 
searching for answers to a long-kept-secret that 
could tear the Jordan family apart. “The show is 
like a cross between August: Osage County and A 
Little Night Music,” says Goldberg. 

“I’ve always been fascinated with vacation 
cities,” says Hinze. “The Hamptons is certainly a 
quintessential destination. After researching the 
location, it took on this extra significance that I 
couldn’t have asked for. Many of the characters 
are artists, and the people who live there and 
spend time there...there’s a lyric in the show, 
‘there is something special in the Hamptons,’ 
and it’s something that’s I’ve heard often from 
people.” Goldberg, a Long Island native, marvels 
at the uniqueness of the Hamptons. “There’s 
something really bizarre and unique about the 
fact that one of the most beautiful vacation 
spots in the world is only two hours out from 
one of the biggest cities in the world. One of our 
songs explores which is better, the Hamptons 
or Manhattan. How does being from one or the 
other define how you see things?” 

For this production, Goldberg and Hinze have 
altered to the play’s dramatic climax. “The most 
significant change is that the last 10 pages of 
the script are completely different. We have the 
same finale [song] but the events that happen 
are totally different. This is the first time we’ve 
changed the ending.” Hinze has added some 
new songs, as well. “I think the play is about 
the in-betweens and shiftiness of memory,” 
he says, “so it feels important to me that 
the musical styles reflect that. It draws from 
[traditional] musical theater, pop and classical. 
It bounces between all different styles in a way 
that represents each character’s emotions in 
specific context.”

lan Furst, who has 

lived in Sag Harbor in 
a house on Hampton Street 
for more than 20 years, is 
one of the greatest writers 
of military war fiction in 
America. Some say he is 
the best writer of the years 
before World War II ever. 
This month the paperback 
version of his book Midnight 
in Europe comes out. Next 
year, his next book will 
appear and he will be off 
on tour once again. If you’ 
drive from East Hampton 
to Sag Harbor, you might 
hear him typing away, on 
an old fashioned 30-year- 
old typewriter, upstairs in 
his “office” where he looks 
out through the trees to 
the road. He keeps to a 
schedule. He writes about 
five pages of his book a 
day—about 700 words— 
he gives a first edit to 700 
words he’s written on a 
prior day, and then he gives 
a second edit to 700 he’s 
written a few days earlier. 
The process takes him 
about three hours. Then he 
is done. 

“Seven hundred good new 
words,” he says. “That’s 
about all ] can do every day 
about words. Then I go on 
to other things.” 

The other things might 
consist of “something not 
words” such as maybe TV, 
a trip into town to do some 
errands, dinner at Sen or 
the American Hotel or 
another good restaurant, 
then an evening out. 

“| learned from my 
mother that I should always 
do my very best,” he says 
as we take seats out on his 
screened porch. “So that’s 
what I do. If someone says 
I think you can do better, I say, no [ can’t. This 
is it.” 

Furst’s books are about ordinary people doing 
heroic things. He finds them in a particular era 
in a particular place, in Europe between the 
year Hitler comes to power in 1933 and the year 
1943 when it becomes apparent Hitler is going 
to fail, with about 30 million people dead. 

“There is no middle in these years,” he says 
as we settle in on the sofas in his screened 
porch. “It’s good or evil. There’s just being on 
one side or the other and you are either a hero, 
a villain, a fugitive or dead.” 

Furst has been telling me about his most 
famous book, The Polish Officer. It is three days

Writer 


The renowned military 
writer on his iconic 
career telling stories of 
love and war 


after the Wehrmacht has 
begun its two-week march 
through Poland. It is just 
ten days before the Russian 
Army will attack from the 
other side. It is just two 
weeks away from when the 
Polish Army will collapse, 
and here is this Polish staff 
officer, holed up in his 
office, on the phone—the 
phones are still working— 
to say goodbye to his wife. 

“How do you write about 
this time when everything 
comes crashing down,” 
I want to know. “All your 
characters are going to 
be dead.” 

Furst grins. “Only some,” 
he says. “Heroic characters 
live to tell the tale and walk 
off into the sunset with 
someone they love.” 

Truth is that many of 
Furst’s characters appear 
in more than one novel. The 
books provide a snapshot 
of Europe at this awful 
moment. Cities of great 
beauty, covered with smoke 
and fire. Ordinary people, 
challenged by events, who 
either rise to the occasion 
or fail. That’s how heroes 
are made. 

There was a moment in 
his life—it was when he was 
42 years old—that Furst 
suddenly realized that this 
was what he wanted to 
write about, that this was 
a driving force in him that 
he had to let play out. But 
perhaps it is best to begin 
at the beginning. 

Furst wrote his first 
story, a story about two 
detectives named Frankie 
Gruvak and Lew Young, in 
pencil. It was three pages 
long. His mother typed it 
up for him. He was ten 
years old. 

“Your mother seems to 
have been an important person in your life,” 
I said. 

“She was a lion,” he says. “I was her cub.” 

The year was 1948, the war had ended three 
years before, and he and his mother and father 
were living in a rent controlled four bedroom 
apartment on West End Avenue in Manhattan 
and everything was going okay. His father 
was in the millinery business, designing and 
making women’s hats. There was an office on 
38th Street and a factory on 33rd Street. But 
the old country, the places where his parents’ 
parents had come from before, were devastated 
into rubble.

to be a writer,” Furst says. “I went to Horace 
Mann High School and had my own column 
in the newspaper. I went to Oberlin College 
in Ohio and became editor of the literary 
magazine there.” 

He came home from college and went back to 
his parents’ house. His mother gave him $100. 
She was very nice about it. 

“Here’s a hundred dollars,” she said. “It’s time 


for you to find your own place.” 

For the next three years, Alan Furst worked as 
a Manhattan taxi driver. 

“Tell me a story about being a taxi driver.” 

I don’t mess around with good storytellers. 

“My first day on the job, they send me to 
Lexington Avenue uptown which at that time 
was a quiet part of the city. Everybody is 
waving at me, | think, what’s the matter, are my 
headlights on or something? Then I realize they 
want me to stop to have a ride. So the next one, 
I stop. He’s a quiet man in a brown suit, and he 
tells me to continue on down Lexington Avenue 
and drop him off ten blocks further along. 
So I do that. My next fare is a heavyset, loud 
salesman type fellow and he gets in and he says 
‘You taxi drivers must have some great stories 
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to tell, tell me one.’ So I tell him the only one I 
know, which is that there’s this quiet man in a 
brown suit who has me drive him ten blocks 
down Lexington Avenue.” 

“That’s it?” 

“That’s the only one | had,” he says. 

After three years of this—and he tells me the 
story of the time at 3 a.m. one New Year’s Eve 
when there are no cabs to be had, so six people 
hail him and three sit in the back, one sits next 
to him and two sit in the trunk—he makes the 
decision to get out of New York City—and move 
out to the country. He goes back to school at 
Penn State in Pennsylvania and gets a Masters 
in English. 

“The trunk wasn’t closed, was it?” 

“It was open.” 

It’s here at Penn State that he meets the 
woman who is to become his wife. Karen is 18 
and taking a class from him. (Ph. D. students 
teach undergraduate classes.) He’s 28. 

“I know there is a rule that you don’t run 
around with your students, and | had always 
respected that, but this was different,” he says. 
“It was love at first sight. She handed in her 
exam book at the end of the term—and I reach 
over and take it. I ask her to come over tonight. 
She says she has a date. Break it, I tell her.” 

This is in 1969. Crazy things are happening in 
America in 1969. Woodstock, for example. The 
whole hippie culture. 

“It was like in a movie. She comes out to 
the farm where I had rented this cottage, and 
I take her to the Lewistown State Fair that 
evening, but the fair is closed, it is not going » 
to open until the next day. All the workmen 
are working on the rides. I find a man working 
to set up the roller coaster and give him 
$5. ‘How long can we ride on it for $5 I ask?

‘Long as you want,’ he says.” 

They get married. And they go to Woodstock. 

“We were the first people to leave Woodstock,” 
Furst tells me. “We drove. in from the west, 
there’s no traffic on the roads at all, we get 
there, we find a place to park where there is a 
cop, and we climb this hill to listen. The field 
below is filled with half a million people. Not 
many facilities. It’s a mess. The helicopters are 
buzzing overhead, we can’t hear anything. We 
decide to leave.” 

“Did you hear ANYBODY?” 

“We heard Richie Havens. I think. So we get to 
our car, and the cop is there and he says good 
thing you are leaving, the big storm is coming 
and everything is going to covered in mud. 
These cars will be sunk into the mud up to their 
side view mirrors. They'll be stuck for a week.” 

The following year, Furst gets a Fulbright, 
and with the money he moves to Sommiéres, 
France, a village near Montpellier. He teaches 
at the University of Montpellier. After that 
year, he’s offered a full-time teaching job at 
Montpellier, but he and his wife decide to 
return home.

York Times, Elle, Salon, New York and even the 
Seattle Weekly. He and his wife leave Seattle 
and buy a house on Bainbridge Island, which is 
between Seattle and the Olympic Peninsula—a 
house that sets them back all of $19,000.

It was a book filled with 
Russians, Poles, Hungarians, members of the 
NKVD, and | felt as if I had fallen down a rabbit 
hole. We moved to Paris.” 

The book was Night Soldiers and the start 
of a new career. The pair rented a two-story 
duplex atop a Hotel Particulier on the Rue de 
Park Royale. They were to remain there, with 
Alan writing Dark Star, another in the series of 
spy novels, and Karen enjoying great success 
as a landscape architect for the American firm 
Kaufman and Broad, for the next nine years. 

“In 1993, it was time to come home,” Alan 
said. “We moved to Sag Harbor.” . 

“Why Sag Harbor?” 

“We had been told it was very beautiful 
and very quiet and it is both those things. 
It’s a village where people know one another. 
And in Sag Harbor, we were nearby to the 
Hamptons where one could go to fundraisers 
and parties, which I had no desire whatsoever 
to go to. Once I went to one. Also it was near 
New York City, the center of the publishing 
industry. When I was in Paris, I was aloof 
from publishing and publishing was aloof 
from me.” 

Furst’s next book, The Polish Officer, came out 
in 1995 and was another critical success. From 
that day to this, he has written 11 more books 
about this era, and many characters, as I have 
said, jump from one book to another. He has a 
huge following. And he travels when the books 
come out all over. 

All of them, beginning with Kingdom of 
Shadows in 2000, have been a financial success 
in addition to a critical success. 

“It’s set in Hungary during the war. And 
it’s based on a true account. For a long time 
during the war, there was a group called ‘The 
Shadow Front,’ which put itself forward as 
a small splinter group, but practically everyone 


‘in Hungary was in on it. Royals, conservatives, 


Jews, intellectuals, Communists, labor. It 
was led by Admiral Horthy. Actually it used 
Admiral Horthy. 


“Touring is not easy. It’s tough. The book 
readings are fine and I enjoy that part. But even 
though I fly first class, stay in first class hotels, 
have a car waiting and all, it’s a grind.” 

Leaving Furst’s home, | felt | had met a man 
who had found exactly what to do in his life and 
was now going at it full steam ahead. Right here 
in Sag Harbor. ga

Stock Market Down, Wampum Sales Up

f you go to any powwow or a Native festival 
this year, you'll notice that wampum jewelry 
is being sold in a lot of the stands these days. 
The myth that the Natives used wampum for 
money does, like all myths, have some truth to 
it, but, as Paul Harvey used to say on his radio 
show: “and now for the rest of the story.” 
- Wampum is short for the Narragansett/ 
Algonquin word Wampumpeag, meaning, “white 
shell beads.” It existed in pre-contact times and 
had many uses: as jewelry, in religious and 
social ceremonies, to validate an intertribal 
treaty, and as payment for the death of a family 
member of another tribe, to name a few. Its 
uses were many and complex and the wampum 
itself was considered to be sacred, due to its 
connection to the waters—a source of life 
and sustenance. 

Wampum can be made either from the central 
columns of the whelk (Busycon canaliculitum) 
or the dark purple or black growth rings from the 
shell of the quahog (Mercenaria mercenaria)— 
uh, that’s a clam to all you non-Islanders. 
The purple version is still prized above all 
other colors and it’s what you normally see on 
the powwow trail today. While many different 
types of whelk can be found along the Atlantic 
coast from Cape Cod to Florida, the quahog 
that makes the dark wampum is found only 
in littoral waters such as bays, creeks and 
along the saltwater shorelines from New Jersey 
to Maine. I was always told that the most 
beautiful wampum got its color from the dark 
mud and rich sands of the bays and creeks of 
Long Island.

Archeological evidence along the pre- and 
post-contact trade routes as far North as Nova 
Scotia and as far west as Ohio indicate that the 
farther removed from the shores where the 
wampum was originally made, the more valuable 
it became. Wampum beads were usually long 
and cylindrical; this is apparent in any old belts 
that you may have seen. Sometimes it was also 
shaped to resemble anything from animals and 
crosses to triangles and medallions. 

During the invasion of North America by the 
Europeans, wampum became used more 
for commerce rather than for religious 
or social use. Once the newcomers 
saw how much value the Native 
peoples placed upon it, they began 
to trade wampum for the much- 
coveted pelts of beavers and other 
animal...and for the taking of lands. 
As the saying goes, the rest is history. 

Over the centuries, wampum 
jewelry’s value as currency may have 
waned, but for Native people it still maintained 
its importance as a powerful tie to their history, 
religion and culture. With the resurgence of 
Native Pride and culture in the 1970s, this 
craft started its slow comeback to its place 
today, where wampum is once again revered for 
its beauty. 

I recently visited with a man who I consider to 
be one of the most skillful makers of wampum 
jewelry within the Shinnecock nation, Herman 
Quinn. He has been instrumental in keeping the 
craft and artistry of wampum alive here on Long 
Island, as well as on the powwow trail. Mention 
his name to a Shinnecock tribal woman and she 
will be more than happy to tell you the story 
of how she acquired a beautiful piece of Chuck 
Quinn jewelry. He has been making pieces the 
old way, as well as exploring new techniques 
from as far back as the ’70s, but he insists that 
he enjoys crafting wampum the traditional way 
most of the time. His work has been displayed 
in New York City at the American Indian 
Community House gallery, at the Shinnecock 


Nation Cultural Center, on the powwow trail, 
and he has even exchanged pieces with a friend 
in Alaska. I told him it would be nice to have his 
work in both the Sag Harbor Whaling Museum 
and the Southampton Historical Museum 
(nudge, nudge, ahem, museum folks). 

While talking outside in his yard, Chuck 
showed me how he grinds the shells by hand 
using different grades of sandstone—some 
from as far away as Michigan—in water. He 
also uses old ships’ fasteners to make the holes 

in the ornaments, earrings and medallions, 
as it was done during the European 
expansion. He told me that if you 
don’t use water, the dust from the 
shells can build up in your nose 
and lungs and cause respiratory 
problems. Since the shells can be 
brittle to work with, the water also 
serves as a lubricant. I must tell you 
that after watching his demonstration 
it certainly takes more patience and 
diligence to make the finished product 
than I have. 

We went into his house, where Chuck showed 
me boxes and boxes of whelk and quahog 
pieces he has been working on all winter long. 
“Wasn’t much else to do during the weather 
we had this winter” was his explanation for 
all of the beautiful polished and unpolished 
pieces on display. It made me think of all the 
people who complained about the short but 
harsh winter and how bored they were having 
to stay inside. Looking at the beauty before 
me | thought of our native ancestors enduring 
even harsher winters without whining about it 
and what they did to make time pass in a 
productive way. 

-It is a wonderful thing to see that something 
so tied to Native culture and society is still 
practiced and how it has once again gained 
prominence in the larger society. ga

_ It’s not inconceivable that a 
HONORING _ book about America’s best- 
2 ES known contemporary pop 

art and graphic artist would 
A T be called The Multiverse 
of Peter Max because it 
would testify to the ever- 
expanding creative career 
already celebrated in The 
Art of Peter Max (2002) and 
The Universe of Peter Max 
(2013). Astronomy references are appropriate 
for this artistic, cultural and counter-cultural 
icon whose bold, glowing psychedelic signature 
style typically involves surrounding his vibrant 
portraits and full-figure contour forms with 
stars, planets and other heavenly matter to 
constitute a radiant “cosmos,” which Max calls 
“a mysterious and magical realm.” 

“Cosmos” comes from the Greek, meaning 
“order,” and order indeed describes Max’s sure 
minimalist lines and fantastic interlocking-shape 
designs, honed years ago at The Art Students 
League and later at The School of Visual Arts. 
His achievements are stellar—myriad Maxworks 
in diverse genres, realistic and abstract, many 
mixed-media, including sculpture, silkscreen, 
drawing, etching, collage, print making, digital 
photography—thousands of posters, album 
and book covers and commercial products 
featuring all manner of celebrities, pols and 
athletes. Max also continues to be the official 
artist for Super Bowls, World Series, subway 
series, music festivals, World Cups, cruise ships, 
parades, bicentennials, expos, the Grammys, 
not to mention being a passionate spokesman 
for the environment, peace, and human and 
animal rights. 

[As this week’s cover art shows, “Lady 
Liberty 2015” may well evoke song because 
she stands if not against amber wavers of grain 
or purple mountain majesties, then purple 
waves that curl into white clouds and fan out to 
spacious skies. ] 


You're so prolific that some divide your work 
into decades, starting with the hip, beatific 
’*60s. What’s coming along now, in addition 
to your Sinatra 100th Birthday Celebration 
paintings, called Chairman of the Board? 

I started working on the Sinatra paintings a 
few months ago, and I’m doing a new batch and 
think 'm going to make it to 100. [Close to 50 
Sinatra pieces were unveiled at Max’s studio in 
the city this past March, with Sinatra’s daughter 
Nancy in attendance. ] 

What else will I be doing? I never know 
exactly what will come out, I surprise myself. | 
start with a white canvas and just fool around. 
About 95% of the pieces I do are imaginary 
stuff, but the rest are people I like. I can do two 
pieces a day or 12 or sixteen. The possibilities 

_are endless. I work in acrylic and oil, whatever 
comes to me, but I mostly do acrylic. 


You’ve done many images of the Statue of 
Liberty, the lady you helped get restored in 
the mid-’80s, but is there something specific 
that distinguishes “Lady Liberty 2015” with 
her 13 white stars? 

I don’t think so. I love the subject and | 


love diversity. I’m not really 
conscious how each one will turn 
out, though they are all different. 


Your work has been aligned to 
the “creative odyssey” of your 
personal life—birth in Berlin, 
childhood in Shanghai, stays 
in Paris, Tibet and Israel, and 
finally home in Brooklyn.

Schwartz Debuts “The Prince of Egypt” at Gala

ay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for 

the Arts will host its 24th Annual Summer 
Gala on Saturday, July 11. This event is always a 
summer favorite, but this year guests will be treated 
to something special. The theater, in association 
with DreamWorks Theatricals, will present a concert 
reading of the first act of Stephen Schwartz’s new 
stage adaptation of The Prince of Egypt. 

Schwartz is a prolific composer; if you’re a fan 
of musical theater, you’ve heard some of his work, 
which includes Godspell, Pippin, Wicked and Working. 
Schwartz, whose son Scott is Bay Street’s Artistic 
Director, is excited to debut the project, which he’s 
been working on for some time. “What’s happened is 
that DreamWorks has, over the years, with increasing 
frequency as they’ve gotten into the live theater 
business, gotten requests about [a stage adaptation 
of] The Prince of Egypt to the point that they thought 
it was time to make a live show,” says Schwartz. 
“The original movie, as with most animated features, 
has five or six songs, while the high teens are more 
common in a stage musical. I’m continuing to try

and get Sone writing done on the 
new songs.” 

The Prince of Egypt, an adaptation 
of the Biblical story of Moses leading 
the children of Israel out of Egypt, was 
released in 1998 and was DreamWorks 
Pictures’ first traditional animated 
film. Several of Schwartz’s songs from 
the film became mainstream hits, 
including “When You Believe,” which 
Mariah Carey and Whitney Houston 
covered as a duet, as well as “River 
Lullaby,” covered by Amy Grant. 
“In the movie, the musical styles 
were based on ancient music styles 
and also hip-hop, modern and folk 
music. Obviously it’s a contemporary 
score inflected with those elements. 
That remains the same [for the stage 
adaptation],” Schwartz says. “If I were starting from 
scratch, I'd be doing the same thing. ] have done a 
great deal of research for the music.” 

Schwartz has also worked on other animated 
films in addition to The Prince of Egypt, including 
collaborating with composer Alan Menken on the 
Disney animated film The Hunchback of Notre Dame, 
which son Scott directed as a stage musical earlier 
this year at the Paper Mill Playhouse in Milburn, NJ. 
While there was talk of bringing The Hunchback of 
Notre Dame to Broadway, Schwartz doesn’t expect a 
similar trajectory for The Prince of Egypt. “Hopefully 
The Prince of Egypt would be licensed out to

regional and school theater groups. 
[Broadway] is unlikely in this case; 
it’s a pretty expensive proposition 
and in many ways, exceeds this. We’re 
not anticipating that.” 


Despite the show not _ being 
developed for Broadway, the 
gala performance’ will feature 


performances by Broadway veterans 

such as Norm Lewis (known for his 

work on the TV series Scandal), 
2Patina Miller and Matthew James 
‘ = Thomas (both of whom starred as in 
|2the acclaimed revival of Schwartz’s 
&Pippin), Ryan Knowles, Stephen 
Bogardus, Julia Murney (who sang 
# with the Omaha Symphony in the 
concert “The Wizard and I—The 

Musical Journey of Stephen Schwartz”) 
and others, including Bay Street’s educational 
director Julia Motyka. 

The Prince of Egypt remains in development, and 
Schwartz is excited about the ongoing project. “My 
hope is that The Prince of Egypt could have a wide 
appeal,” he says. “We’re very excited that we have the 
opportunity to have this reading at Bay Street.” @.

Eating, Killing, Laughing, Ch-Ching!

Eat What You Kill (St. Martin’s 
Press) is author Ted Scofield’s 
debut, a thriller about Wall 
Street greed and the extremes 
to which some hustlers, such 
as protagonist Evan Stoess 
(rhymes with “mess”), will 
; go for money, money, and 
i money. The book has gotten 
| laudatory reviews _ online 
hailing it as a financially fueled 
page turner—but the book may prove at times a bit 
much for those not into the machinations, lingo and 
arcana of hedge funds and the shorting of stocks 
for fame and fortune. The book’s ending may prove 
disappointing or unbelievable, if not unethical. Still,

the narrative compels on a level reminiscent of 
what Joseph Conrad, in his The Heart of Darkness, 
called “the fascination of the abomination.” If the 
protagonist is the guy you’re rooting for, it’s because 
other bad guys are worse, into excessive drug and 
alcohol use and offensive displays of wealth. Gordon 
Gekko wannabes—take note. 

Scofield, who has a house in Sagaponack, writes 
what he knows. A native of Louisville, with a 
Vanderbilt BA, MBA and JD, he started out as a 
corporate and securities attorney, and is now the 
COO and general counsel of a consumer products 
company. Scofield never makes it clear, however, 
exactly what the title phrase “eat what you kill” 
means as applied to finance. Wikipedia suggests it can 
refer to an ancient myth about gaining power from a 
powerful animal you kill, thus taking on its nature. Or 
it might refer to the ultimate triumph over a worthy

warrior ALTANEVE 
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opponent in competitions between corporations 
that sometimes leads to “mergers where the more 
successful company acquires and absorbs the less 
successful competitor.” Other possible meanings 
include “leaving no trace” when you commit a bad 
act. Evan Stoess is into all of the above. 


The book may prove a bit much for 
those not into the machinations, 
lingo and arcana of hedge funds 
and the shorting of stocks. — 


But Scofield tries to elicit understanding of, if not 
sympathy for, Evan. Unlike many privileged financial 
killers on Wall Street, Evan comes from trailer park 
trash, growing up with an abusive stepfather and 
enduring bullying at the prestigious prep school he 
attends (thanks to a mysterious stranger’s bequest). 
He’s mocked and beaten in school because it’s 
clear he doesn’t belong. He determines to get 
back, get his, get ahead, kill and eat what he kills. 
Not surprisingly, Ayn Rand provides an epigraph: 
“Americans were the first to understand that wealth 
has to be created. The words ‘to make money’ hold 
the essence of human morality.” Chapter one also 
contains a Rand quotation, to which Evan, of course, 
subscribes. “Men who apologize for being rich will 
not remain rich for long.” Evan neatly gets himself 
into his first position at an eat-what-you-kill firm 
through blackmail, and he performs brilliantly at 
the job, only to suffer a reversal when the CEO of 
a pharmaceutical suddenly dies. Enter hard times 
and a flashback to Evan’s hardscrabble childhood. 
Another hungry company, however, picks him up 
and this time Evan determines he will not lose—even 
if he has to kill. And kill he does—without remorse, 
regret or emotion. Camus’s The Stranger provides 
other references, and Gore Vidal at his nastiest also 
comes in for an appreciative nod: “Whenever a friend 
succeeds, a little something in me dies.” 

The book begins with Evan lurking near 940 Fifth 
Avenue, a place he goes as a sort of ritual. There, he 
is secretly keeping track of a beautiful middle-aged 
couple, a couple that for him represents success, 
aristocracy, ease. In the summer he observes that 
the family goes to the Hamptons. Naturally, Nick 
& Toni’s is the place where Evan gets to enjoy fist- 
bumping celeb status. (Dan’s Papers gets a shout out 
as Evan’s source of information about where to go to 
mingle with the rich and famous.) Though Scofield’s 
reference to high-end culinary and sartorial details 
lends authenticity to the narrative, these passages 
tend to take on a life of their own, with references 
to music, videos, television shows and technology 
mostly familiar to twenty- and thirty-somethings on 
the make and move. Let it be said, however, that 
in spite of my reservations, including about the 
author’s too-obvious reliance on italics for inner 
thoughts, Scofield has already sold the film rights for 
Eat What You Kill, has numerous admirers and may 
well be, as they say in the old saw, laughing all the 
way to the bank. g@

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Five Presidents Earns Our Ameuoues Rating

he United States is going through a time 

of turbulence and change. On June 26, the 
Supreme Court made history by legalizing same 
sex marriage throughout the country. Healthcare 
continues to be a major issue that has proven so 
divisive that party lines have hardened like never 
before. And it seems like everyday a new politician 
throws his hat into the 2016 Presidential race. So Bay 
Street Theater couldn’t have asked for better timing 


to premiere Rick Cleveland’s Five Presidents, a drama_ 


that imagines a meeting of Gerald Ford, Jimmy Carter, 
Ronald Reagan, George H.W. Bush and Bill Clinton 
on the occasion of Richard Nixon’s funeral in 1994. 
Cleveland, who has written for politically minded 
television series like The West Wing and House of 
Cards, writes these former presidents with an honest 
and unglamorous authenticity, making for a magnetic 
evening of thought-provoking, moving theater. 

It’s the day of Richard Nixon’s funeral, and Special 
Agent Mike Kirby (Reese Madigan) has been tasked 
with keeping watch over the five living presidents in 
the Nixon Library in Yorba Linda, California. Kirby 
gets more than he bargained for when Gerald Ford 
(John Bolger) arrives first and casually declares that 
he won’t be delivering a eulogy. When Kirby reminds 
Ford that his name is already on the program—the 
first of many times Ford is reminded of this—Ford 
shrugs and relaxes, not willing to make any more 
sacrifices or statements on Nixon’s behalf. Jimmy 
Carter (Martin LHerault) and George H.W. Bush (Mark 
Jacoby) try to convince Ford to reconsider, while 
Ronald Reagan (Steve Sheridan) is all too eager to fill 
in for Ford, seemingly unaware that his increasingly 
aggressive Alzheimer’s disease has everyone afraid 
of him speaking publicly. Meanwhile, a young, 


idealistic Bill Clinton (Brit Whittle) 
arrives late and immediately starts 
looking for camaraderie and connection 
with the others, unprepared for their 
world-weary, often cynical advice and 
attitudes. As they all shed their public, 
professional veneers—resentment, 
ego, anger, regret and grief bubble to 
the surface. 

At a brisk 85 minutes, Five Presidents 
focuses more on character than plot, 
showcasing a strong, smart script and 
excellent performances that transcend 
easy impersonations or caricatures. 
Bolger anchors the piece as Ford, and 
is the source of the play’s superficial 
conflict. As Ford is constantly reminded, 
his name is on the program, so he 
absolutely must give a eulogy. Bolger . 
hits all the right notes as everyone tries 
in vain to change his mind, reminding everyone 
(audience included) that he’s mainly known for 
pardoning Nixon and doesn’t care to do any more 
to honor or memorialize him. Bush, still sore over 
losing a second term to Clinton, first appears to be 
petty and antagonistic, taking little jabs at “Number 
42” for decisions like Don’t Ask Don’t Tell. Jacoby and 
Whittle have great chemistry, and though we know 
there’s not going to be a presidential brawl (the show 
plays the political politeness fairly straight), the 
words exchanged have plenty of bite. 

Director Mark Clements’ straightforward but 
clever staging never gets in the way of the rich script. 
The play’s most dramatic moment, involving Reagan 
refusing to come to terms with his own mortality and 
vulnerability, is particularly well-done, with Sheridan 
never going over the top but showing a devastating

amount of despair and self-loathing that could 
have been lost in less able hands. The set design 
by Todd Edward Ivins and sound design by Brian 
Jerome Peterson combine with Clements’ direction 
in the poignant and potent ending, which will not pe 
spoiled here. 

Five Presidents is yet another strong new work to 
premiere at Bay Street Theater. It’s timely, mature and 
highly entertaining, and theatergoers are encouraged 
to check out this compelling drama. gi.

It being the 
70s, this farnily decision is considered quite radical 
and makes the family even more unusual—they 
are already a bi-racial household. It also makes it 
difficult for Cameron, as a man who was brought up 
with expectations of professional achievement and 
in an era in which professional achievement was 
considered a masculine prerequisite, to maintain 
his self-respect and his dignity in the eyes of the 
world. The title of the film is based on a childish 
misinterpretation of the term bipolar. 


THE OVERNIGHT 
In The Overnight, Alex and Emily (Adam Scott and 
Taylor Schilling) have just moved from Seattle to L.A. 
with their son RJ, and they meet Kurt and Charlotte 
(Jason Schwartzman and Judith Godréche) and their 
son Max in a local park. Kurt invites the newcomers 
over for dinner, but as dinner is drawing to a 
close, the evening begins to move in an increasingly 
bizarre direction. First, Kurt offers to put the kids 
to bed, and won't really take no for an answer—so 
now the guests are seemingly 
expected to stay the night. Then 
he and his wife start putting 
the moves on their guests. The 
humor here obviously derives 
from the awkward situations, as 
well as Jason Schwartzman’s... 
Jason Schwartzman-ness. Alex 
and Emily don’t just run away 
~ because, after all, they’re trying 
to be good guests for their 
strange host. Also, coming from 
Seattle, they aren’t sure if maybe 
this is just what L.A. is like. gg

‘property’ in concrete terms - land and chattels acquired by the investment of effort or purchased 


Property and or land owners in New York, Connecticut and Vermont (and in our Village) may be 
denied the protection of the Due Process Clause, because the Second Circuit holds that the owner 
of land or property has a “property interest” only when the relevant land use regulations provide a 
non-discretionary entitlement to a particular outcome.

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Wine Down by Biking theougt the Vines

he sun warms your face as you pass by the rows 

of vines at a speed much faster than a walk, but 
far slower than a car. With the wind in your hair, it’s 
easy to forget that you’re wearing a helmet. Your 
focus is on the bucolic scenery and the promise of 
wine as soon as you stop. Only a few more miles 
to pedal. 

Just under 80 miles from New York City, but what 
feels like light-years away, East End Wine Country’s 
60-plus vineyards beckon. And when the weather is 
as nice as the scenery, who wants to stay indoors? 
The emergence of wine and bike tours now allows 
the active wine drinker to combine the two passions. 

Summer weather has only recently arrived, and 
“people who [were] cooped up in the [cold weather] 
want to be outside, and perhaps not feel guilty about 
indulging a little,” says Jason Cohen, the owner of 
Pour & Pedal (pourandpedal.com), a group that 
does exactly what its name advertises—leads bike 
tours through East End Wine Country. The all- 
inclusive tours, complete with tastings, begin on 
either the South Fork or the North Fork, stopping 
at two wineries from a roster that includes Raphael, 
Pellegrini Vineyards, Lenz Winery or Coffee Pot 
Cellars on the North Fork; and Duck Walk Vineyard, 
Channing Daughters Winery and W6Olffer Estate 
Vineyard on the South Fork. 

Tours typically cover about 12 or 13 miles, but 
with ample breaks for tastings, exploring area 
historic sites and eating a picnic lunch, which are 
included in the Pour & Pedal tours, they are doable 
for even the least intrepid of wine adventurers. 
Bikes are of the leisurely, beach cruiser build, with 
large, comfy seats. “The terrain is really flat,” adds 
Cohen. You will feel like you’ve gotten a workout at

day’s end, but with the addition of wine, the feeling 
of exercise-induced exhaustion comes in the most 
satisfying way. 

On the North Fork, the route follows Main Road 
(Route 25), taking advantage of the wide shoulder. 
Seeing Wine Country by bike also offers an awe- 
inspiring perspective on the area. Cars often pass by

historic sites without much fanfare. But on bicycle, 
you're able to more deliberately take in the scenery. 
The private tastings are pre-planned at each stop, 
with a Pour & Pedal guide leading you through the 
different varietals as you sip.

the trip—biking through the actual vineyards. The 
experience is an off-roading adventure between the 
rows of lush grapes. Whereas the time spent on 
the road is relatively tame, the tour in the vineyard 
provides more adventure, offering unparalleled 
views of the vines, as it often ends at the highest 
point on a property. 

If beer and biking is more your style, Brew Crew 
Cycles (brewcycles.com) has your ride. Newly 
launched this year, the company takes revelers on a 
tour of Riverhead’s burgeoning craft brewery scene. 
Specifically, you’ll visit Crooked Ladder Brewing Co., 
Long Ireland Brewery and Moustache Brewing Co, 
all while pedaling a 14-seater passenger bike. This 
tour is less a workout than a form of transportation, 


and the party bike only really needs eight people 
to commit to pedaling in order to propel itself. 
The bikes, which reach a max speed of 6 mph, are 
controlled by a tour guide who steers and keeps 
an eye on the rowdiness level. Tastings are not

Over the past five years, three breweries have 
opened within a half-mile radius in Riverhead. 


“We want to make Riverhead the craft brewing 
capital of Suffolk County and, hopefully, Long 
Island,” says Riverhead Town Supervisor Sean 
Walter, adding that Brew Crew Cycles may help 
toward that goal. 

The East End is all about an active lifestyle, but 
combining the great outdoors and a local pour seems 
only natural.

Watering and Cleaning Up Your Garden 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


Yesterday was the first day 
of dripping sweat. Heat is my 
main vexation of summer, and 
that’s not a good thing for a 
gardener. I don’t like it and do 
not get used to it. Now that 
we are finally moving into the 
hot weather, attention must 
be paid to water in pots and 
gardens. 

I think some _ irrigation 
companies have set the timers to supply more 
water than has been necessary based on the long- 
term weather forecast. I have seen a lot of “water 
weeds.” I watch the beds that I maintain and talk 
to the irrigation people to keep the amount of water 
properly regulated. Systems need to be monitored 
by zone if you have irrigation, or by bed if you water 
by hand. 

Plants thrive based on the soil nutrition and by the 
amount of water they get; too much and too little is 
not good and it is often our tendency to over water. 
Too much water often depletes soil nutrition. 

Water should, in most cases, be applied when the 
soil is dry on the top 1 1/2” - 2.” It is best to water 
deeply and infrequently. Plants indicate too little 
water by wilting; they indicate too much water by 
turning leaves yellow. And if you see the soil in a pot 
staying wet, as if it had recently been watered, check 
to see that the hole in the bottom is not clogged.

Reading the label on that beautiful 
something you have seen at the garden 
center (that plant you simply must have) 
supplies important pieces of information 
“height and width at maturity, light 
requirements and moisture requirements...” 
When you get this beauty home, plant it 
where it will have what it needs and give it 
(and yourself) a good chance to succeed. 

This has been the week of cleaning up 
the last of the daffodil and other spring 
blooming foliage. (You left the foliage in 
place until it was brown, yes?) And there 
are so many of them! Who would think that 
those swirls and giant patches of spring 
blooming plants, so eagerly awaited, would 
leave such undesirable residue for so long! 
But, if you do not leave it, your bulbs have 
no chance to rejuvenate themselves for next 
year. If one considers this when planting, bulbs can 
be placed where the leaves will be unobtrusive and 
in a place where they will not fall onto a neighboring 
plant and lay there until it is time to remove them i.e. 
in beds of ornamental grasses or hostas. But then... 
there are all of those other places. 

Be sure to remove spent peony flowers and any 
buds that look like they are not going to bloom and 
any foliage that looks “sick.” Peonies are subject to 
fungus. | have read that there are organic sprays 
to combat it. I just remove anything that looks bad 
and keep the soil surface clean. It is also good to 
plant them in a place where they will get good air

circulation. But then...oh that place that needs a 
peony... 

I hope you are continuing to check for great 
annuals and perennials at the garden centers. They 
bring them in at their peak of bloom so if you see a 
plant there, now is the time to plant it. Keep it moist 
in the heat. 

Some of those holes left when you removed 
the spent spring bulbs could be filled with a 
must-have annual... gg

here are so many beautiful, sacred structures 

here on the East End, all of which have become 
central to their communities. Each has distinct 
features that define them as unique, yet they all 
share the common goal to uplift people’s spirits and 
to affirm their faith. 

Starting in Quogue, you'll find the Quogue 
Episcopal Church of the Atonement, designed by 
the esteemed New York City-based architecture firm 
McKim, Mead & White. The church is located at 17 
Quogue Street and was built in 1884. The unique 
shingle-style elements incorporate the architectural 
style of churches found in Europe, particularly 
Italy; Brittany, France; and Lucerne, Switzerland. No 
doubt the partners gained these influences when 
they studied architecture abroad in Europe at the

Beaux-Arts School. The church’s eclectic exterior 
is modestly clad in shingles, presenting worshipers 
with an entirely new American church vernacular 
that only heightens expectations as one passes 
through the front door. The interior craftsmanship 
in highlighted by the original Tiffany stained glass 
windows that make this space incredibly uplifting. 


Next, head into the village of Southampton, whichis. 


rich in houses of worship and spiritual architecture, 
representing a number of denominations. St. 
Andrew’s Dune Church is located on Gin Lane in 
Southampton. This structure has stood facing the 


Atlantic Ocean, at the south side of Lake Agawam, 


since 1879. This iconic red clapboard church was 
one of the original life-saving stations. The structure 
was subsequently expanded to create what is now 
St. Andrew’s Episcopal Church, commonly known as 
Dune Church. It has withstood the test of time, most 
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First Presbyterian Church, Southampton 


notably surviving the Hurricane of 1938. The highly 
detailed exterior is a beacon of strength against the 
backdrop of the ocean. The interior reminds one of 
the hull of a fine old ship with its fine exposed beams 
and crisp woodworking. Parts of the church were 
actually made of wood reclaimed from ships. The 
church has a number of original Tiffany windows 
that complement the ships’ lanterns and plaques 
memorializing shipwrecks. : 


While in the Southampton Village, you will also - 


see the First Presbyterian Church, located on the 
corner of Meetinghouse Lane and Main Street. The 
congregation was founded in 1640 and is considered 
by many to be the oldest Presbyterian congregation 
in America. The current church was built in 1843 


- and-stands on the same site as previous, smaller 


churches built in the 1600s and 1700s. The two-story 
white interior has a magical quality and the acoustics 
in the building are second to none. 


These houses of worship have stood 
the test of time, and are an integral . 
part of the fabric of life on the 

East End. :

Southampton is also home to two beautiful Catholic 
churches. The Basilica Parish of the Sacred Hearts of 
Jesus and Mary, located on Hill Street, is a wonderful 
example of Gothic revival architecture. The church 
was built in 1907 to accommodate the influx of Irish 
Catholics, who served as summer domestic help, 
and was made of rejected marble blocks from the 
construction of the New York Public Library. The 
main altar pulpit is over 400 years old and was 
originally in a French monastery. In 2011, the Vatican 
designated Sacred Hearts as a minor basilica, one of 
only 70 Catholic churches with that designation at 
the time. 

On a smaller scale is Our Lady of Poland Roman 
Catholic Church, located on Elm Street. This small 
country church opened for services on Christmas 
Day, 1918. The building was originally an old barn 
structure, and the bell tower (Cont'd on page 180)
